SEAPLANES OB LANDFLANES ON

I N THE DISCUSSIONS ON THE SUBJECT I 

of Canadian liquor entering the United States it | 
seems to be forgotten that a treaty was made on June 
6, 1924, between Canada and the neighboring re¬ 
public for the suppression of smuggling along the 
international boundary “between the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States of America." The 
Royal Commission on Customs and Excise, which was 
appointed early in 1926, was instructed to inquire into 
and report on the operation of the treaty. In conse¬ 
quence of that instruction it conducted an investiga¬ 
tion and discovered that the spirit of tjxe agreement 
was being broken. 

It will be remembered that in the final report 
of this Commission it was pointed out that much 
of the smuggling had been facilitated by individuals, 
firms and corporations carrying on business in cer-, 
lain provinces of Canada as exporters of. liquor. The 
Commission found that liquor upon which duty had 
not been paid had been cleared for certain ports 
which it never reached, that, through various chan¬ 
nels, it found its way into the United States, thus 
defeating-the object of the treaty. The Customs Act. 
of course, demands a bond requiring liquors exported 
from Canada to be delivered to the port named in the 
Customs entry, and requiring a landing certificate 
from the proper officers of the port of destination; 
and that in dp|ault of .the obtaining of such landing 
certific ste^ ui/cdmpliance ;with the oljier conditions 
the bond shw&l become Sue and payable. Many of 
those cng.gfnSsLjhc business got,round this part of 
the Act by using fraudulent landing certificates. 

Recent discuss ions on the subject have been con¬ 
cerned mainly with the export of liquor upon which 
the duty has been paid. The practice is to enter 
liquor at Customs as being for export to certain ports 
in the United Sutes. but it is well known that the 
liquor is never landed at a port recognizable by the 
United Sutes authorise*, and is smuggled into that 
country through various points where them are no 
recognized ports or Customs houses. The Commis¬ 
sion declared in plain language that it was convinced

to the aeroplane. 

Regarding the carrying capacity of 
flying boats the fact Is that the Brl- 1 
tlsh built short "Calcutta" flying boat 
to be operated from England to the 
Channel Islands carries fifteen pas¬ 
sengers and a crow of four No doubt 
the bad visibility encountered on that 
route at certain times of the year 
played an important part In the selec¬ 
tion of a flying boat. A similar type 
of flying boat has flown from England i 
| to Australia being simply moored out I 
at night In all kinds of weather in the i 
same manner aa ordinary boat* Act- ' 
| ually they were left In the water so 
much that they had to be benched for I 
| the removal of whiskers and barnacles 
i from their hulls. 

The suggestion that the structure | 
| would be unduly strained by use on ; 
the water Is unwarranted as both sea- ' 
plane* and flying boats have been 
j used extensively .for years without any 
such abnormal strain* which would 
• reduce the safety of the machine. All 
types of aircraft of course are sub- 
} Jected to certain strains In the course 
of their u*e, but these are provided 
for In the design and construction of 
( any reputable aircraft. Land planes 
I can be subjected to very groat strains 
I snd have, their safety conMriersbly re¬ 
duced by being bumped about on a 
poorly surfaced flying ground 
Why there is such a strong partiality 
on the part of some people for aero¬ 
plane* imported from our neighbors to 
the South, when the finest aircraft and 
motors In the world can be obtained 
from Orest Britain*, la difficult to 
understand. It la actually possible to 
obtoln one of the moat suitable type* 
of seaplanes for the local air service 
which are built in Canada. I am re¬ 
ferring to the Vickers Fairchild Cabin 
Monoplane Seaplkne flown by Com¬ 
mander O o d frey a c ros s Canada re¬ 
cently. .The fact that this rosplane 
ultimately came to grief on the Peace 
River does not In any way indicate th* 
unusultabllity of this machine on the 
looal air route* That the occupants 
reached safety by reason of being able 
to climb to the floats la worthy of 
note. Where would they have been If 
using a land plane? Prom the various

Carpenters fare thus: In England. 52.96; In Oermany. 
61.86; in Italy. 6132: In Canada. 610.16. 

Building trades laborers draw these dally rates: In 
Austria. 61 IS; In Oermany, 61.47; In Italy. 60c; In 
Canada. 64 00. 

And that difference Isn't eaten up by higher coats 
of living, either. Wages In thjla country now average

Owing to certain festures of the Al¬ 
berta organisation being out of line 
with the plan of the central organise* 
tton. the Alberta pool was not in s po¬ 
sition to come immediately Into tt. 

Steps were taken, however, to bring 
this organization In'line with the 
central body and when this has been 
done, there Is no doubt but that the 
Alberta pool will take it* place In the 
Canadian organization. 

During last Winter, owing to the 
unorganized condition of our British 
Columbia industry, our heavy over¬ 
production of eggs fell into the hands 
of dealers whose concern In marketing 
matters ho* to do wltluj‘Spread " and_ 
not "price." 

As a consequence we experienced 
such a carnival of indiscriminate 
dumping as to totally devastate any 
margin of "profit that the producers 
might otherwise have secured from a 
stabilized market. 

While the effect of this marketing 
debacle was felt far beyond our bor¬ 
ders. the fact of our disorganized con¬ 
dition in British Columbia left us open 
to a greater degree of price punishment 
than that suffered by our more for¬ 
tunately organized fellow producers 
elsewhere, and it is to be noted that 
while the prairie pools were able to 
check the land-slide at a point where 
they were able to net their producer 
members 42. 38 and 35 cents, our prices 
in British Columbia slumped to 23 
cents for extras. 

We hsve in our economic system 
a speculative element whose operations 
are based on price fluctuations 
brought about by the uncontrolled ele¬ 
ments of supply and demand, such as 
was witnessed on' our egg market laat 
Winter. 


Our present Canadian production la 
only about eighty-five per oent of our 
national requirements the deficiency 
having to be made up by importations, 
chiefly from the United States snd the 
Orient. 

The industrial centres of Ontario 
and Quebec furnish us with our great¬ 
est markets, these centres not only ab¬ 
sorbing their own provincial outputs 
but also the surpluses from the other 
producing areas of Canada as well. 

Apart from a small export surplus 
from Prince Edward Island the local 
supply for the eastern markets comes 
lrom the west of the Great Lakes, 
where surplus production is more or 
less evenly divided among the four 
western provinces 

Recent years hsve witnessed s 
marked development of the industry In 
all these western provinces. 

On the prairies, where the Industry 
occurs largely as a side line and is 
based on the farm flock, this develop¬ 
ment has been very largely due to the 
work of the Producer*’ Provincial Pool 
organizations, in introducing improved 
methods of production, and promoting 
the quality of the commodity, on one 
hand, and In securing-the producer 
better returns. through improved 
methods of marketing on the other. 

In British Columbia, where such or¬ 
ganizations have not yet been estab¬ 
lished. the industry has developed 
along Tines similar to those in the 
Pacific States to the south, where the 
large flock and modern equipment is 
the order and the Industry Is a special¬ 
ized main line 

' When production with these Ameri¬ 
can neighbors of ours passed the point 
of local requirements, they formed 
marketing associations, the purpose of 
which was to sell their surpluses in 
the eastern states At first all these

against one another with dlwtrotw 
result* to prices. 

Realizing that they were dumping 
collectively instead of marketing co¬ 
operatively as they Intended, they pro¬ 
ceeded to put their organizations on a 
commodity, instead of a district basis, 
by forming one central selling agenev. 
the Pacific Egg Producers of New York, 
whose membership was composed of 
the five Pacific Coast Poultry Pro¬ 
ducers’ Co-operative* 

The purpose of this organization was 
to effect stabliiaatlon of prices through 
orderly marketing and a better dis¬ 
tribution of surplus eggs In this they 
were signally successful 
Our position In Western Canada to¬ 
day. In relation to our eastern markets, 
is practically the same as that of the 
Western American producer* before 
they put their organization on a com¬ 
modity basis 

A* s result of the lack of central 
control, the sales department* of our 
prairie egg and poultry -pools found 
themselves competing with each other 
on their common market 

This arrangement immediately cre¬ 
ated that bugbear of all producer Or¬ 
ganizations, a buyers' market. 

To remedy this a central selling 
agency, the Canadian Co-operative 
Poultry Marketing Association was 


often able to accentuate these fluctua¬ 
tions to their own advantage. In the 
very nature of things, they are the 
sworn enemies of all price stabiliza¬ 
tion undertakings, and as such their 
essential interest in the producer Is to 
keep him out of effective producer- 
controlled marketing organizations. 

So long as producers confine them¬ 
selves to producing and dumping, this 
Interest lies dormant. At the first sign, 
however of any organization activity 
among the producers this Interest be¬ 
gins to manifest itself, usually In the 
form of a patronizing desire to assist 
the said producer In the formation of 
bis organizations 

The underlying motive of all this Is 
always the same—to keep the producer 
dumping. 

It does not matter to this element 
whether the producer carries on hit 
dumping individually or collectively, 
lust so long as he dumps. When the 
producer becomes dissatisfied with in¬ 
dividual dumping their business Is. if 
possible to herd him Into organizations 
that will dump collectively Thus In¬ 
sures them their speculative profits 
snd Is also calculated to impress upon 
the producer the futility of all at¬ 
tempts at farm organization.
